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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
18 th , 2009 has been entered. 

Specification 

2. The amendments to the specification to correct minor informalities, filed on 
August 18 th , 2009 have been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The amendment filed on August 18 th , 2009 has been entered. 

4. In view of the amendment to the claims, the amendment of claims 1-12 and 1 5 
has been acknowledged. Claims 13 and 14 were previously cancelled. 

5. In view of the amendment to claims 1 and 7, the 35 U.S.C. 1 03 rejection of 
claims 1 - 4, 6 - 10 and 12 has been withdrawn. 

6. In view of the amendment claims 1 - 12 and 15, the 35 U.S.C. 112 2 nd rejection 
of claims 1-12 and 15 has been withdrawn. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 2 - 1 7 of the Remarks, filed on August 1 8 th , 
2009, with respect to the rejections of the claims have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-12 and 15 [renumbered as 13] are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The claimed invention allows moving objects to be accurately tracked 
through segmentation even when partially occluded. Specifically, the claimed 
invention extracts, segments and removes lined-shaped image objects 
overlapping moving objects in an image. Eliminating the overlapping lined- 
shaped image object carries a risk of separating the moving image object at the 
location where the lined-shaped image object overlapped. The invention 
addresses this issue by performing the claimed selective interpolation technique 
in the regions where the overlapping lined-shaped image object has been 
eliminated. The claimed specifics of the elimination and interpolation techniques 
are not taught by the cited prior art, either alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
